The  District  is  hilly,  the  height  above  sea  level 
varying  between  201  and  1,075  feet.  It  is  divided  into  two 
roughly  equal  halves  by  the  River  Goyb  flowing  in  a  northerly 
direction,  turning  west  at  the  northernmost  part  of  the  area  where 
it  is  joined  by  the  River  Etherow  to  form  a  natural  boundary  with 
Bredbury  and  Romiley. 

On  the  west,  the  Boundary  is  formed  by  the  Torkington 
Brook,  which  flows  into  the  Goyt  and  further  south  by  a  natural 
'Jgreen  belt”  which  continues  up  to  the  southern  boundary  which 
runs  along  the  L.M.S.  Railway  at  High  Lane.  Apart  from  the 
junction  with  Disley  and  the  crossing  of  the  Goyt  Valley,  the 
eastern  boundary  is  again  formed  naturally  by  Cobden  Edge  and 
Lddworth  Moor. 

The  population  of  the  area  is  largely  residential 
engaged  during  the  day  in  business  in  Manchester  and  its 
neighbouring  towns  -  it  is  estimated  by  the  local  office  of  the 
fchistry  of  Labour  that  42$  of  the  working  population  is  employed 
outside  the  area.  Local  industry  absorbs  approximately  750 
chiefly  in  two  large  Spinning  and  Weaving  Mils,  two  Printworks 
and  a  Cotton  Wadding  Mill,  while  in  addition  there  is  a  considerable 
number  engaged  in  small  farms  largely  in  the  production  of  milk. 

Some  200  people  come  into  the  District  daily  tc  work.  It  is 
estimated  that  there  are  approximately  2,300  children  under  15  years 
of  age  in  the  District.

The  Local  Authority  provides  no  nursing  facilities* 

There  are,  however,  three  District  Nurses  in  the  area,  employed 
by  each  of  the  three  District  Nursing  Associations  of  Marple,  Marple  Bridge 
and  High  Lone* 

The  Nurses  are  available  for  both  General  Nursing  and  Maternity  work 
but  not  for  infectious  diseases.

Two  further  beds  are  retained  at  Hyde  for  Smallpox* 

Tuberculosis  is  treated  under  the  County  Council  Scheme  and  Dispensaries 
are  maintained  at  Hyde  and  Stockport. 

There  is  no  Municipal  or  County  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  area  and  both 
maternity  and  general  cases  are  at  Manchester  (12  miles  distant)  or  at 
Stockport  either  in  the  Infirmary  of  the  stepping  Hill  Hospital. 

Nab  Top  Sanatorium  of  the  Salford  Corporation  and  the  Orthopaedic  Hospital 
of  the  Crippled  Children^  Help  Society  are  situated  in  the  district.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 


1.  (l)  Water. 


Mar pie  Village  and  High  Lane. 


This  part  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  -with  water  obtained  from 
Stockport  Corporation  the  high  level  area  being  supplied  via  the  water  tower 
at  Wybersley. 

The  quality  of  this  supply  has  been  consistently  satisfactory  as  the 
results  of  analysis  of  the  samples  taken  indicate.  The  quantity  of  water 
available  varies  considerably  in  different  areas  there  being  insufficient 
pressure  on  washdays  at  the  higher  levels  due  to  unsatisfactory  water  mains 
many  of  .which  vfere  due  for  renewal  at  the  outbreak:  of  the  war.  Arrangements 
for  overcoming  these  dificiences  are  being  made  by  the  Water  Engineer  and 
the  necessary  improvements  will  be  put  in  hand  as  soon  as  possible. 


Ludworth. 


The  water  supply  for  the  Ludworth  area  is  obtained  from  local  gathering 
grounds  and  varies  considerably  in  quality  and  quantity  owing  to  the  rapid 
effect  of  heavy  rainfall  v/hich  causes  pollution  of  the  supply  and  drought 
periods  which  render  the  supply  insufficient  and  moke  an  additional  supply  from 
£he  Stockport  main  necessary. 


Mellor. 


The  major  supply  in  the  Mellor  Area  is  obtained  from  Harrymoor, 
Chapel-en-le-Frith  Rural  District  and  is  piped  from  there  to  a  covered  reservoir 
in  Mellor.  This  supply  is  chlorinated  near  the  source  but  samples  taken  have 
shown  evidence  of  pollution  on  occasions,  usually  after  an  excessive  rainfall. 

Another  supply  is  obtained  from  Tarden  Spring  in  the  Mellor  district  and 
this  supply  augments  the  other  supplies  in  the  Mellor  and  Ludworth  Areas. 

It  is  a  good  wholesome  water  in  normal  times  but  liable  to  pollution  during 
excessive  rainfall,  there  is  no  provision  for  chlorination  of  this  supply. 


Analysis  of  Water. 


Owing  to  the  danger  of  pollution  of  the  various  water  supplies  in  the 
Mellor  and  Ludworth  areas  frequent  samples  have  been  taken  and  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  in  some  cases  chemical  analysis.

Marple  are  unsatisfactory  and  drastic  action  will  be  needed  to  provide  proper 
facilities  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  the  Urban  District. 

This  question  has  been  under  consideration  for  some ’time  and  it  is  hoped 
that  a  scheme  will  be  approved  and  adopted  in  the  near  future.

The  sewerage  system  has  received  a  good  deal  of  attention  during  the  year 
and  extensions  have  been  made  to  the  Willow  Grove  and  the  High  Lane  Housing 
Sites  and  further  extensions  will  be  made  to  other  housing  sites  at  Rosehill 
and  at  Cote  Green.  Individual  connections  have  been  made  for  new  houses  in 
Windlehurst,  High  Lane,  Strines,  Mellor  and  Marple*

The  River  Goyt  flows  through  the  Urban  District  and  is  joined  by  the 
Etherow  at  Low  Marple.

The  whole  of  the  public  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  Council  employees* 

The  vehicles  used  are  two  Karri’er  Bantams  a  sealed  tank  being  fitted  for  pail 
collection*  The  widely  distributed  property  and  the  contours  of  the  district 
and  unmade  roads  in  the  hill  country  make  the  work  difficult  and  costly,  there 
is  also  an  increasing  demand  fo’r  removal  of  refuse  etc*  from  isolated  premises 
whose  disposal  has  previously  been  carried  out  locally  by  the  occupiers* 

The  amount  of  refuse1  to  be  collected  has  greatly  increased  since  pre-war 
days  owing  to  the  fact  that  every  house  and  shop  in  the  district  is  occupied 
and  in  many  cases  by  two  or  more  families  also  the  quality  of  coal  used  during 
the  year  has  been  such  as  tu  cause  a  very  high  percentage  of  ash.  The  collects 
of  salvage  is  being  maintained  and  -trailers  are  attached  to  the  refuse  vehicles 
for  the  purpose,  every  effort  is  being  made’  to  encourage  the  saving  of  salvage 
particularly  waste  paper.

4.  Schools. 

There  are  five  elementary  schools  and  one  secondary  school  in  the  Urban 
District.  The  water  supply  in  all  cases  is  satisfactory.  The  sanitary 
accommodation  at  the  secondary  school  and  three  of  the  elementary  schools  is 
satisfactory  comprising  water  closets  of  suitable  type.  Latrines  cr  trough 
closets  are  provided  at  one  school  and  pail  closets  at  one  school,  bothtypes 
are  much  below  the  modem  conception  of  suitable  sanitary  accommodation  and 
arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  conversion  of  the  pail  closets  at  Mellor 
School  to  water  closets  in  the  near  future  and  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  by  the 
school  governers  controlling  the  other  school  for  the  provision  of  new  sanitary 
accommodation  and  cloak  rooms  to  replace  the  latrines  in  the  not  too  distant 
future. 


The  provision  of  the  new  canteen  at  Mellor  School  by  the  County  Council 
is  another  step  in  the  right  uirection  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  time  is  not 
far  distant  when  all  the  schools  will  have  adequate  facilities  for  mid-day  meals 
for  the  children.

SCARLET  FEVER.  In  September  there  was  on  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  confined 

~~  almost  entirely  to  two  classes  of  one  school.  No  cases  were  found 

in  the  school  nor  could  any  "carrier"  be  detected.  It  was 
considered  advisable  to  close  the  two  classes  concerned  for  one  week 
which,  together  with  the  half-term  holiday,  made  a  break  of  two  weeks. 
There  were  no  further  cases  but  subsequent  to  the  classes  reopening, 
two  children  were  seen -in -the  peeling  stage. 

DIPHTHERIA.  There  has  unfortunately  been  a  steady  drop  in  the  number  of 

infants  under  two  years  of  age  coming  forward  for  immunisation 
since  1944  despite  continued  encouragement  at  Welfare  Centres  and 
elsewhere.  There  have,  however,  been  only  three  deaths  from  the 
.  disease  since  1939. 

MEASLES.  An  outbreak’'  of  measles  began  in  December.  The  disease  was 

very  mild  in  type,  affecting  chiefly  children  under  the  age  of 
six  years.
